It thus became known for the
first time that the district attorney is In
posscasion of & -long statement by Mra
Holman.

Says Priconer Was Insane.

Dr. Evans was on the stand nearly all
day, occupying two hours of the aftermoon
session perusing the letters written by
Harry Thaw.

Dr. Evans was by far the most satis-
factory expert witness to the defense so
far produced. He detalled to the jury
his observations and examinations of
Harry Thaw during, eight visits to the
prisoner in the Tombs and he declared
It to be his opinion that Thaw was “‘suf-
fering from & brain storm. or explosive or
fulminating condition of mental unsound-
ness'” at the time he ahot and killed Btan-
ford White,

Dr. Evans gave many and elaborate rea-
sons for his opinlon, and during his ex-
amination Mr. Delmas deftly brought out
the fact whereas Thaw was suffering from
“storm and stress’” when the allenist first
visited him In August last his condition
had shown steady and gradual Improve-
ment untll October 8 when Thaw was
“more composed and deliberate.™ .

Dr. Evans declared that the mental ex
plosion which induced Thaw to kill Btan-
ford While had left Its tracea on the de-
fendant when he first visited him., HMe
sald Thaw exhibited symploms of paranocia
and_ adolescent insanity. The first was In-
dicated by his sxaltation, his “exaggerated
ego,” the ldea of his supreme Importance.
The adolescent insagity was due to heredity
and s characteristic to the development
period of lfe—from W w &€ yearsn His
mind, Dr. Evans sald, had wdlpped its
moorings and waa llke & ahip without a
rudder. Ordeals of stress had added thelr
work to the paychopathic talnt which cwmne
from heredity.

Mentnl Canditien Improves.

Dr. Evans said that after his first thres
visits to Thaw following the tragedy he
was convinoed that the man was of un~
sound mind As the result of his last
visits he found thdil while still suffering
from & somewhat exaggerated opinion of
self-importance, he wus much Improved.
The lmprovemenl was progressive This
testimony was brought out In line with
the contention of the defense that while
Thaw was insane just prior (o and at the
thine and lmmedistely subsequent to the
homicide, he hus improved to & spund condi-
uon of mentality on the removel of the
cause of stresa. Dr. Evans may be cross-
siamined lwmorrow, although District At-
wrney Jeroane had not Indicated his course.
